Te Shaw-Terry correspondence, if it 

i does nothing else, will deal a final 
blow to the obsolescent, but still lingering, 
doubts of Shaw’s “ seriousness.” It is 
possible for a playwright to speak against 
his convictions ; it is not possible for the 
same playwright to speak against them 
when he is writing a letter to a very dear 
friend—and when the correspondence 
spreads over a period of thirty-six years. 
The Shaw revealed by these letters is the 
Shaw of the plays and prefaces. Nothing is 
added to our knowledge of him ; for he has 
already revealed everything. Ellen Terry, 
however, emerges even more clearly than 
she emerged from her autobiography ; she 
emerges a lovelier, a more gracious and 
tender, a warmer figure. ‘‘I can't,” she 
says in 1897, ‘‘ take things back (or I 
would)—for it’s always so sweet to re- 
member the sweets. I'd like to say ‘I 
hate you and detest you ’—but then I'd 
remember that, too . Well, you are 
quite stupid after all and not so unlike 
other people.”’ 

Many of the letters, as one would expect, 
revolve around Irving and the celebrated 
dispute by which Irving and Shaw tried to 
mould according to their ideas the future 
of the English theatre. Shaw saw in 
Irving the man who might be the standard- 
bearer of the new. spirit in drama, and in 
Ellen Terry the actress who would lay the 
foundations of the new stage. Irving, of 
course, stood for the old tradition of 
Shakespeare and blood, thereby attracting 
all the sting of which Shaw’s pen was 
capable. Shaw, indeed, might have dis- 
pensed with Irving for his purpose; but 
he could. not forgive him for, as he con- 
ceived, spoiling the prospects and influence 
of Ellen Terry. Thus, standing as she did 
between the two men, representative of two 
spirits, Ellen Terry indues her letters to 
Shaw with much gentle reproach; and, 
doubtless, she reproached Irving in 
similarly gentle fashion. 

These are love-letters, but love-letters of 
a strange kind. To say that the correspon- 
love each other as if they were 
making love on the stage would suggest 
an artificiality, a falseness, which 
entirely absent from the letters. Shaw 
loves Ellen Terry the actress, not Ellen 
Terry the woman—whom, indeed, he did 
not meet until the great part of the corre- 
spondence had run its course. She, on her 
obviously cherishes a very real, 
though similarly sexless, love for the man 
who gave her this strange adoration. 
Between them they turned out this 
correspondence, now trivial, now tech- 
nical, now lightly reproachful, but never 
sad, never quarrelsome, never anything 
but delightful. 

So intimate and charming a book has 
not appeared for many long days. It is 
edited magnificently, though it lacks the 
final perfection of an index.

Since its publication the author's 
reputation has been enhanced by historical 
work of the first order in his able and 
scholarly ‘‘Irish Monasticism.’’ The school- 
text itself is a model of what a history 
primer ought to be. It is based soundly 
upon the latest researches of contemporary 
scholars. Legend and _ rhetoric are 
subordinated to the ascertained facts of 
history, and for once guess work is replaced 
by reasoned argument on doubtful points. 

The Free State Stationery Office can now 
be commended for providing a Gaelic 
translation of the original English text. 
The translation is free and graceful, and 
in itself is a quite useful contribution to 
historical and archeological writing in 
Irish. With this little volume in his hand 
the pupil or teacher, beginning the study 
of history through the medium of Irish, 
will have the benefit of a thorough ground- 
ing from a trustworthy guide. Mr. 
Breathnach 's Irish is free from most of 
the innovations of what has now become 
official Irish; and more than one Gaelic 
speaker will welcome the homeliness of the 
language in which the national apostle is 
still familiarly called Padhraic.

ME: L’Estrange Ewen is nothing if not. 

ambitious. His general aim in this 
volume is to provide a trustworthy history 
of the surnames of these islands—an 
undertaking which nobody but a scholar 
of the widest reading and the greatest 
courage would attempt. Mr. L’Estrange 
Ewen clearly is well qualified for his task 
in both of these respects. If what he has 
written does not always satisfy the 
specialist in philology and etymology, this 
book is witness to the author's industry 
and to his ability to handle his subject 
in a far more comprehensive and thorough- 
going manner than any of his prede- 
Cessors. 

It may be claimed justly that this is a 
stimulating essay, laying down the basis of 
a chronological history of the surnames of 
Great Britain and Ireland. The author 
makes a praiseworthy effort to distinguish 
between personal description and surname, 
and to date the evolution of the one into 
the other by a statistical method. The 
linguistic basis cf surnames is studied at 
length, emphasis is laid upon the polyglot 
origins and the influence of immigration, 
and due notice is taken of the fact that 
race, language and names are by no 
means necessarily interdependent.  In- 
cidentally, a more precise definition of 
‘nickname ”’ is achieved, the importance 
of the original habitat in determining 
signification is stressed, and the value ‘of 
chronological collections of surnames, as 
an aid to history and philology, and the 
possibility of orthographic variation and 
corruption are illustrated. The whole 
subject is presented in historical sequence 
through the centuries, while the conclud 
ing section embodies a lucid and sugges. 
tive summary of the legal status of sur 
names in mediseval and modern times. 

On Irish names and surnames Mr. 
L’Estrange Ewen relies upon the Reverend 
Patrick Woulfe and, earlier, on Sir R. F. 
Matheson. For his Irish allusions he 
might well make a study of the works of 
MacNeill, Macalister and other contein- 
poraries, | 

A sense of humour is not wanting in 
the author. The turning of the English 
name Reade, which is derived from 
“cred.” into its supposed Gaelic equiva. 
lent ““ Giolcach,”’ which is the Irish for 
the common reed, is noted. Yet, names 
ever have been a prolific source of humour, 
often unconscious, in all countries. The 
author recalls the lady, named Mason, 
who claimed descent from the New Testa- 
ment Mnason, and the classic instance of 
the servant girl, called Balaam, who 
relied ‘on Biblical authority for her claim 
that her great-grandfather’s ass had the 
power of articulate speech.

Saint Patrick: His Life and Mission. By Mrs. 
Concannon, Litt.D, Dublin: The Talbot Press.

HETHER any fresh discovery will 

be made to clear the mist that 
surrounds manv accidents of St. Patrick's 
career is highly doubtful. Since the 
time of the great Franciscan scholars, 
John Colgan and Hugh Herd, the libraries 
of Europe have heen ransacked in vain, 
and the only remaining hope is that a clue 
may emerve as the study of old Irish pro- 
uresses, 

Mrs. Concannon has thrown no fresh 
light on the dark places, but her book 
has merits which ought to ensure it a 
wide public. It lacks the discursive- 
ness and polemics which intrude upon 
the stanaard histories. The author brings a 
ripe and scholarly mind to the 
study of St. Patrick, facing its 
most formidable difficulties with 
balanced and discriminating 
Such a work demands extensive reading: 
and Mrs. Concannon has investigated, 
apparently, the entire corpus of medizval 
writings on the saint, in addition to the 
vast literature that has grc vn up around 
him in recent days. Not the least interest- 
ing feature, indeed, is the introduction, 
wherein is a survey of Patrician literature 
from the “ Book of Armagh’”’ to the 
“Vita Patricii,’’ edited by John Colgan, 
and published in his ‘‘7rias Thauma- 
turqa’’ in the year 1647. 

The result of Mrs. Concannon’s labours 
is worthy. It will have an _ abiding 
interest for the scholar and d' vine, while 
the ordinary reader will take it often 
from his shelves.

RITTEN around a man of the 
moment, “ Naked Fakir’’ is a book 
of the moment. In it Mr, Bernays gives 
us the facts of the Indian question as they 
appear in “native” light, in direct 
contrast to.the views of Mr. Churchill, 
at Whitehall. The whole book is centred 
around the strange genius of Mr. Gandhi. 
“There he | says Mr. Bernays, 
‘apparently an impracticable mystic one 
moment and the next a front-rank polli- 
tician stan ling up toaruthles: journalistic 
cross-examination.’’ While Mr. Winston 
Churchill regards the prophet-politician 
as a ‘‘nauseating and _ humiliating 
spectacle,’? our author wrote of him after 
his first interview: ‘‘ Even in my repul- 
sior I was conscious of his royalty. He 
has extraordinary dignity.”’ 

Of Lord Irwin Mr. Bernays says: “ He 
bridged the gulf between the Jubilee India 
and the Congress India, and he won the 
heart of Gandhi in the process.” Of the 
situation in general he says: “ Kipling 
never wrote greater nonsense than when 
he said, ‘East is Fast. .” Of course, 
they can meet. The mistake we have 
made is assuming that they can't.” Mr. 
Bernays has produced a remarkable book. 
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MODERN CORSAIRS.

7 dash through the Allied fleets, 
and subsequent career of the Goeben 
and Breslau constitute some of the most 
remarkable episodes in modern naval his- 
tory. After a most thrilling escape. from 
the Allied warships in the Mediterranean, 
the Goeben and her comrade ship fied 
through the Dardanelles to Constanti- 
nople, where they were acquired by the 
Turks. Still manned by their German 
crews, with Constantinople as a base, both 
vessels embarked upon a career of surprise 
attacks on the Russian shipping, coastal 
towns and fortifications in the Black Sea, 
with an address and attendant good for- 
tune that caused them to be regarded with 
an almost superstitious fear by the Rus- 
sians. Time and again they escaped as if 
by miracle from the Russian Black Sea 
Fleet. Actually, they bombarded Sebas- 
topol, where they inflicted great damage, 
and by superb seamanship avoided the 
return fir> of the great shore batteries. 
Several times they were within an ace of 
annihilation by Russian warships, but 
escaped every time, until the superstitious 
tears of the Russians appeared almost 
justified. At length the tide of good for- 
tune turned. and the Goeben was almost. 
sunk by striking two mines in rapid suc- 
cession, and was put out of commission fur 
months. In 1917, following a raid wn the 
Island of Imbros, the Breslau struck four 
mines, and sank rapidly. While coming 
to the assistance of her colleague the 
Goeben fouled three other mines, and was 
forced to flee in an effort to save herself. 
Well inside the Dardanelies she ran 
aground at Nagara, and was then unsuc 
cessfully bombed by Allied aircraft. Thus 
ended the war history of the Goeben. 
During most of his service the author 
was a wireless operator, and consequently 
quite au fait with all that befell. He 
is rather belligerent as well. and many 
of his statements hardly are calculated 
to soothe his late opponents. His intem- 
perate zeal betrays him into unj-stifiable 
strictures, and the whole book is marred 
hy a most unsportsmanlike spirit. Even 
his tributes are paid yrudgingly. Mr. 
Kopp has had a fine subject, and excellent 
opportunities to write a first-class naval 
story, but he has spoilt the whole by his 
spite and pseudo-dramatic style. We read 
with interest, but close the book with a 
feeling of disappointment that this ex- 
ploit should have had so poor an ex- 
ponent.

The Quest for Power. By Mush and Margaret

HIS book is the joint work of an 
engineer and a member of the 
History of Science Society. ‘* Our object 
in writing it.” say the authors, “was to 
give a simple and connected account vf 
man’s endeavour through the ages to auc- 
ment his own bodily power.” This is an 
aspect of social and economic history that 
never has been given the prominence 
which. undoubtedly it deserves, and ‘* the 
intelligent general reader,’’ for whom the 
book is designed, will have every reason 
for gratitude. It is a fascinating book, 
much more thrilling than the most com 
plex of detective stories. . 

It is a long story from “ The Appren 
ticeship of Toil ” to “ the World Power 
Conferences,’’ which now are so important 
to the economic and social development of 
the world. The first part of the boox 
deals with structural, transport and allied 
achievements of ancient Egypt, Babylonia. 
Assyria. Greece and Rome. The second 
part tells of the earliest experiments with 
steam, the development of the water-whee! 
and the windmill, the evolution of the 
steam engine, the origin and uevelopn.ent 
of the internal combustion engine, the 
steam turbine and the electric generator.

Economics of the Soil. 


I have had a long and interesting con- 
versation with a Dublin market gardener. 
I was surprised at his grasp of economics 


his political wisdom, his philosophy and 


his facile rhetoric. If every working man 
was as politically minded as he, the Free 
State would soon be a Utopia. His con- 
demnation of the motor ear was 
picturesque. “ When yonder two houses, 
now let at thirty shillings a week,” he 
said, “ were stables, the loft was filled 
with oats and hay from the County Kil- 
dare, and the hide of the bullock was 
tanned in Dublin and made into harness 
{ ~ the horses. What was taken from the 
land was put back into the land and 
created employment for Irishmen. When 
you buy a motor-car, however, you pay a 
lot of blacks to collect the rubber, and 
another lot of blacks to collect the oil, 
and a lot of foreigners to dig the metal 
and make the machinery, and devil a bit 
this country gets out of it. That’s one 
big reason why there is so much poverty 
in the land. 

In regard to his own occupation, he 
has a ‘‘ grouse,’’ which is not easy to ex- 
plain away. He complains of the com- 
petition in the local markets from garden 
produce grown by inmate labour at the 
various institutions, and wants to know 
why he should have to contribute in rates 
and taxes towards subsidising these 
institutions to his own detriment. 


Sheridan's Haste. 


“A Trip to Scarborough,’’ which is 
now being revived at the St. James’s 
Theatre in London after a very success- 
ful preliminary run at the Malvern 
Festival, is stated to be by Richard 
Brinsley Sheridan and Sir John Vanbrugh. 
The joint authorship, now publicly ac- 
knowledged for the first time, came about 
in an extraordinary way. In 1777 Sheridan 
wanted in haste a play for Drury Lane, 
and, anxious that the play should carry 
his own name, he took Vanbrugh’s 
comedy, ‘‘The Relapse,’’ and, having 
shorn it of some indecencies and added a 
little dialogue of his own, he staged. it 
under tts new title and his own name. 
Vanbrujyzh himself wrote the play in a great 
hurry ir, 1696—it was “ conceived and born 
in six weeks,’’ he said—and it was just in 
such another hurry that Sheridan took the 
play for his own eighty years later. Now, 
after a century and a half, Vanbrugh’s 
joint authorship is acknowledged. It is a 
queer story, typical of the times in which 
the play was written. I should not be at 
all surprised to learn that Vanbrugh him- 
self got the play from another author 
whose identity has yet to be discovered. 


Schoolgirls ACay Smoke. 


The problem of smoking schoolgirls has 
been solved, I see, in rather a novel way 
by the authorities of a girls’ school in 
North Carolina. Girl! students of Salem 
College in that State may smoke in the 
college, provided that they have secured 
the written consent of their parents. As 
Salem is one of the oldest and one of the 
most important girls’ colleges in - the 
United States, its way of solving ‘a 
difficult problem is likely to be followed 
by others. ‘Smoking is first a home 
problem,” say the college authorities, 
“and students shall have a square deal, 
provided they bring the matter into the 
open with their parents.’’ Special times 
and an official place will be provided for 
the girl smokers who have obtained the 
parental permission within the college 
next term. As I have not the faintest 
doubt that many, girls also smoke in Trish 
schools.

There seems to be no doubt about thes 
genuineness of this invention ; for Mr. D. 
E. Robbins, the inventor, submitted 
samples of brandy and whiskey, matured 
by his process in six weeks, to a number 
of brandy merchants. The samples were 
submitted in the ordinary course of 
business, along with others which had 
aged in the usual way, and they were rated 
in the same category as brandies and 
whiskies seven and ten years old. 

The inventor has been working at this 
process for the past five years, and claims 
that his method works one hundred and 
fifty times faster than the method which 
has been in use for so many centuries. 
He also claims that the process will 
greatly improve all “‘fortified’’ wines 
like port and sherry, some specimens of 
which contain a fairly large proportion of 
brandy. 


A Clare Lough. 


People whe.visit Glendalough are accus- 
tomed to Kear many weird and wonderful 
stories of the big lake—of its ghosts and 
serpent, and of its magjc properties. 
Lough Fergus, in County ire, Is guite 
as unusual, and the stories that are told 
about it could give points to some of the 
County Wicklow tales. The water of 
Lough Fergus cannot be boiled, they say ; 
nor can anyone be drowned in it. Along 
the north shore there are twelve cairns, 
and on the eighth one of these from the 
east, two stones in the form of a seat call 
mutelvy to the sufferer from lumbago, who 
sits there for a moment and is cured. On 
May Day, before sunrise, the water of the 
Jake is fetched in bottles, and the people 
find that it has many uses; for instance, 
it will guarantee a good yield of butter 
from the cream that is being churned, 
and it will clear a garden of caterpillars. 

Nearly a hundred years ago, before the 
level of the water sank and left the mud 
at the edge of the lough too thick for 
cattle to cross, many beasts were cured 
there. They were driven into the water, 
and, if they swam to the right, they were 
certain to recover. To this day a story 
is told in the locality of a cow vhat sank, 
and, apparently, was drowned. Next day 
it was found grazing placidly at the edge 
of the lake completely cured. 


‘* Elastics.’ 


My recent eulogy of é@lastic-sided boots 
reminds a correspondent that this form of 
foot-gear flourished till nearly the end of 
the nineteenth century. One drawback, 
he points out, which may have led to their 
disuse, was the difficulty of getting them 
off at night, if they happened to be a close 
fit.

SIR,—Í am glad to say that your corre- 
spondent’s description of canals as an obsolete 
form of transport which has ‘fallen on bad 
times ” and ‘‘has succumbed to the fierce 
competition set up by rail and road trans- 
port,” is absolutely inapplicable to the Grand 
Canal Company.

THE CHALLENGE OF 
BOLSHEVISM. 


WESTERN CIVILISATION 
THREATENED. 


“ T think that Bolshevism would never have 
come into the world if we had _ not 
imperialist tyranny and economic exploita 
tion,” said Mr. Basil Mathews in a lecture in 
the Metropolitan Hall, Dublin, last maght, 
under the auspices of the Dublin United 
Missionary Council, 

Mr. Mathews, whose subject was “The Clash 
of World Forces,” asserted that Bolshevism 
was based on fundamentally evil things, 
materialism and economic determinism, and 
was the greatest challenge to-day to western 
civilisation. The pioneers of Bolshevism had 
set out to reshape iife so as to do away with 
unemployment and other difficulties. 

Reférring to the Mahatma Gandhi's visit to 
London to attend the Round-Table Conference 
on the Indian question. Mr. Mathews said 
that Gandhi, to the one hundred millions of 
people in Irdia. was the incarnation of their 
hopes for their nation. No single individual 
had ever so many people to just hang to his 
lips and regard him as the greatest man in the 
world. Gandhi represented one of the great 
forces fighting in the present day world, when 
it was considered that India is as big as 
Kurope in mileage; has got 200 languages, 
compared with Europe’s 40; two religions, 
Hindu and Moslem, whereas Europe has got 
one. Gandhi represented nationalism for the 
millions of Indian people, and yet one could 
not think of nationalism in Europe, divided 
into twenty-eight States. There was India 
thinking of itself as one, and Gandhi as its 
incarnation. 

The scene at St. James’s Palace at the 
Round-Table Conference was, he thought, one 
of the most tremendous scenes in history. 
India was seeking to live under one govern- 
ment, and, if that purpose succeeded, then the 
poison would be driven out of race problems 
all over the world and other problems would 
become smaller in turn. If the plan failed, 
then it would be possible that Asiatics might 
gather together for another war. 

Mr. Mathews went on to say that national. 
ism in China created ferment there, as in 
Turkey and Italy. To-day thev had ‘paders 
of Christian forces in the very great nations, 
and they were drawing together Christian 
forces, and, instead of being divided, they 
were becoming nearer to the established 
kingdom of

CHURCH EXTENSION, 


The Church of Ireland extension scheme | 


is being gradually developed in Belfast, 
and owing to its operations several new 
churches have recently been built. A 
large proportion of the population has 
migrated to the suburbs, and the various 
churches are following their adherents. 


The latest addition to the new buildings | 


is at Cregagh, where a new parish has 
been carved out of the existing parishes of 
Knockbreda and Willowfield. with the 
Rev. C. W. A. Huston, M.A.,. as the 
curate-in-charge. The new church is to be 
known as St. Finnian’s, and the foundation 
stone is to be laid to-morrow bv the 
Primate.

The 
estimated cost is £12,370. of which the 
Representative Church Body is providing 
£9,000, the Church Extension Committee 
£2,370, while the congregation is con- 
tributing £1,000. St. Finnian, who lived in 
the sixth century, was so much revered in 
Down and Antrim that he was regarded as 
the patron saint of that part of Ulster. 
He must not be confounded with St. 
Finnian, Bishop of Clonard, Count; 
Meath, who was at the head of one of the 
most famous of Irish schools.

Ten years ago broadcasting, as a wide- 
spread institution, was unknown; to-day 
the British Broadcasting Corporation can 
afford to juggle with hundreds of 
thousands of pounds. In England s emerg- 
ency the Corporation has offered to con- 
tribute to the Treasury a sum of £50,000 
this year and a sum of £150,000 next year. 
So large a contribution would seem to be 
inspired by the highest patriotism, but 
critics are abroad in England who declare 
that it forms an excellent tactical move. 
The prevailing opinion seems to be that 
something is wrong with the B.B.C.’s 
expenditure; and certainly its balance 
sheet, which is drawn up in the widest and 
vaguest terms, lends support to unfavour- 
able impressions.

Full Circle. 


The rising tide of crime threatens to 
overwhelm the United States. This grave 
statement comes from a serious source ; it 
was made by Mr. Charles A. Boston, 
President of the American Bar Associa- 
tion, in an address to the Association 
of Attorneys-General. America’s legal 
machinery is elaborate and costly, and 
she controls a vast army of police. Never- 
theless, her great cities groan under the 
rule of racketeers; gangsters fight pitched 
battles in her streets, and murder is a 
daily incident. Mr. Boston, a lawyer 
speaking to lawyers, admits the complete 
failure of the law. ‘To-day, he says, 
throughout the United States the preven- 
tion of crime seems to be impossible, 
detection is relatively rare, and convic- 
tion is always doubtful. In these desperate 
he advocates a return to 
the mos majorum—nothing less than the 
old methods of vigilance committees and 
the drumhead court-martial. Since the

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BELFAST PREPARING

BELFAST, Thursday. 

In view of the political situation. in 
Great Britain and the possibility of an 
early general election, there has been some 
activity in political circles in the North. 
It is announced that the Hon. Thomas 
Cholmondeley, eldest son of Lord 
Delamere, may be a candidate for one of 
the Belfast constituencies, and that he will 
be supported by the new party organised 
by Sir Oswald Mosley, M.P. He contested 
Leek, Staffordshire, in 1924, and polled 

13,305 votes to the Socialist’s 14,256. 
It will be remembered that some months 
ago Mr. W. F. D. Allen, who was elected 
Unionist member for West Belfast, 


with | decided to join the new Mosley party, and 


was subsequently called upon to resign by 
the Unionist Association in the division. 
Mr. Allen declined to resign, but declared 
that he would contest the seat again at the 
general election, provided his intervention 
did not involve the risk of the loss of the 
seat to a Nationalist candidate. In that 
event he would contest another Belfast 
seat where a Nationalist candidate would 
have no chance of election in a three- 
cornered contest. 

I understand that arrangements are 
being made for Sir Oswald Mosley, M.P., 
to speak in Belfast on the 21st November 
upon the policy of his new party, and he 
will be accompanied by the Hon. Thomas 


Cholmondeley.

NO EMERGENCY MEETING. 


At yesterday's meeting of the Executive 
Council there was a general survey of 
affairs, especially the programme of legis- 
lation for the coming session, which will 
open on the 14th October. Mr. FitzGerald 
Kenney, Minister for Justice, has prepared 
the draft of the bill for giving additional 
powers to the Civic Guard, with the view 
of more effectively dealing with illegal 
drilling and other forms of lawlessness 
which have manifested themselves in 
various parts of the country. This, it is 
understood, was before yesterday's meet- 
ing. 

No question of urgency in regard to the 
matter has, however, arisen, and I was 
definitely informed that there was no ques- 
tion of summoning the Dail before the date 
originally intended. 


HOUSING AND TRANSPORT. 


One of the features of the coming session 
will be a new Housing Bill. It is under- 
stood that the Minister for Local Govern- 
ment, Mr. Mulcahy, submitted the terms 
of this measure for approval. 

The drafting of the Transport Bill, in 
which the position of the Irish railways is 
being dealt with, is making good progress. 
It is naturally a most difficult bill, in 
which perplexing problems frequently 
arise. Added to this, new questions of 
policy occasionally crop up which have to 
await the decision of Mr. McGilligan him- 
self. 

Notwithstanding these obstacles, how- 
ever, I am assured that the bill will be in 
the hands of the deputies before the session 
is many weeks old.

SHANNON WORKS 
CONTRACT. 


A CLAIM FOR £750,000. 


EARLY SETTLEMENT 
EXPECTED. 


From 4 Spectat CORRESPONDENT. 
HE dispute between Messrs. Siemens 
Schuckert, contractors for the 
Shannon Electricity Works, and the Free 
State Government, in connection with 
extras arising out of the construction 
works at Ardnacrusha, is, it is under- 
stood, approaching a settlement. 

It will be recailed that more than six 
months ago it was announced that Messrs. 
Siemens were suing the Government for a 
sum stated to be approximately £750,000. 

It was assumed that the case would 
have gone to the High Courts for trial, 
or, alternatively, as provided in most con- 
tracts of this kind, to an arbitration 
tribunal; but apparently it has been 
found possible to reach a settlement with- 
out recourse to either. 

It 1s not possible to state at present 
what the terms of settlement are, as 
naturally a large amount of work has got 
to be done in working out the details. 

During the debates in the Oireachtas

TARIFFS THE NEXT 
STEP.

National tariffs are the next step, says 
The Times in a leading article to-day, 
but they are not a simple nor a final 
step. Even in an emergency, the field 
of the imports which we can afford to 


/ check is limited by the facts that we must 


import most of our food and much of our 
raw materials. Upon a longer view tariffs 
have certain intrinsic dangers to our 
export trade, to our shipping—which stil] 
contributes so vast a sum to our invisible 
exports—to the efficiency of British in- 
dustry, and to the standard of living of 
British consumers. ‘Tariffs, therefore, are 
a means to an end, not an end in them 
selves. 

The greatest care must be taken in the 
manner of their immediate imposition, 
and the greatest determination shown i 
remembering that they must ultimately 
serve. not to restrict the volume of trade, 
but to increase it. 

The Conservative Party are already 
committed to making tariffs experimental! 
and flexible, subject to adjustment by a 
Tariff Commission, which wil] avoid the 
deficiencies shown by similar bodies in 
other lands. Such a scheme. elaborated 
by. negotiations, should ensure’ that 
emergency tariffs will attract 
than Conservative support for an 
immediate policy. But if this wider sup- 
port is to be consolidated, and if emer- 
gency tariffs are to have more than a tem- 


porary use, it is clear that they will have 


to be the starting point for a more ambi- 
tious scheme than the striking of a 
balance of trade at a lower level. 

For example, if British tariffs could be 
come the basis of an imperial Customs 


Union, sterling would be based upon the 


rock of a largely self-supporting economic 
unit, 

Again, if British tariffs could be made 
into a crowhar for demolishing some part 
of other tariff dams, or for negotiating 
trading agreements, they would do some- 
thing to free the stream of international 
trade, and, incidentally, to adjust the 
maldistribution of gold, which is a 
symptom, rather than a cause, of the

R. GANDHI, addressing the Federal 
Structure Committee of the Round 
Table Conference on India at St. James's 
Palace yesterday, urged that His Majesty's 
advisers, having called the committee 
together, should bring forward concrete 
proposals for taking the committee's 
opinion. Referring to the question of 
what was to be the method of selection for 
each Chamber of Federal Legislature, Mr. 
Gandhi said he had placed before the 
committee the mandate of Congress—in 
favour of complete independence for India 
—and he had to discuss every one of the 
sub-heads on the terms of that mandate. 


INDIAN PRINCES. 


He urged that Indian Princes should 
find a place for themselves in any scheme 
which they might present for the accep- 
tion of the committee. If all went well, 
they would come more and more into 
contact with popular India, if he might 
so call British India. There was no vital 
division between popular India and 
Princes’ India. He wished the Princes 
all prosperity. ; 

Regarding the question ot disgualifica- 
tion attaching to candidature, he endorsed 
the principle whole-heartedly. If a person 
like himself, offering civil resistance, was 
considered guilty of moral turpitude, he 
would taka that. He did not mind being 
disqualified. He was wedded to adult 
suffrage. It enabled him to satisfv al! 
the reasonable aspirations, not only of 
the Mussulman, but also of so-called 
‘‘ wntouchables ” and Christians, of 
labourers,. and all kinds of classes. 


ASPIRE TO GOVERN. 


The Government of the day had accused 
Congress of setting up a parallel Govern- 
ment. They had not done so. bunt thev 
certainly aspired some dav to displace the 
existing Government, and in 
to take charge of that Government. ('on- 
gress had reconciled itself to special treat- 
ment of the Hindu-Mussulman-Sikh 
tangle. Landlords should be mpround to 
feel that their rvots—those millions of 
villagers—would prefer their landlords as 
their representatives rather than those 
coming from other parts, or some one 
from among themselves.

HOW THE RATINGS ACTED. 


Captain Hall, at the appointed hour, 
moved the adjournment of the House. He 
had been informed, he said, that some 
12,000 ratings on board the ships of the 
Atlantic Fleet had carried out what was 
described as ‘‘ passive resistance.” From 
the known facts, he said, certain things 
emerged. The first was that this gesture 
was not the work of a few, but was 
universal throughout the Atlantic Fleet, 
so far as the ratings were concerned. The 
second was that the Commander-in-Chief, 
in the absence of Admiral Hodges, 
acted with promptitude and with great 
common-sense. The third was that the 
sole reason for the action of the men was 
the decision taken by the Government to 
make deductions in pay. In such circum- 
stances they had to ask themselves whether 
the proposed ‘‘cuts’’ were just, and 
whether or not contracts made with the 
men had been broken. All things con- 
sidered, he thought that the men of the 
Navy had acted with restraint. 

Lieutenant-Commander Kenworthy, in 
seconding the motion, said it must not 
be taken that he was in any way con- 
doning or supporting insubordination in 
the Navy. In a matter like this it was, 
no doubt, easy to say “ the least said the 
better”; but the recent incidents had 
occupied a great deal of space in the 
newspapers, and accounts had appeared, 
some of which he did not believe for a 
moment were true. It was, th refore, all 
the more important that the First Lord 
should be given an opportunity cf making 
and telling the House 
what it was proposed to do. After all, the 
men of the Roval Navy were citizens and 
voters. and had a right to look to Parlia- 
ment to see that ir interests were safe- 


gearded and that they did not suffer 


@ppression. 
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NO ACTS OF VIOLENCE, 


Sir Austen Chamberlain remarked that 
the tributes paid to the acting Commander- 
in-Chief were well deserved, and would be 
warmly received by the men of the Fleet. 
Vvith regard to the recent incidents, it 
was well to note that no disrespect had 
been shown by the men to their officers, 
and that there had been no acts of 
violence. That spoke well for the general 
discipline of the Fleet. 

The statement which appeared in the 
Press that the Fleet had been recalled, 
perhaps conveyed to the lay mind a 
wrong impression of what actually took 
place. When the unrest showed itself in 
the ships in the harbour, certain other 
ships had already proceeded to sea in pur- 
suance of routine work, and the Admiral 
thought it right to recall these ships and 
concentrate the Fleet. Continuing, Sir 
Austen said that he took exception to 
Captain Hall's statement that the Fleet 
was united in this matter. That was not 
fair to those who remained perfectly loyal. 
Nearly the whole body of petty officers and 
chief petty officers never deserted their 
duty at all. . 

He need hardly say that, to himself and 
his colleagues, it was extremely distasteful 
to have to ask these sacrifices of the naval 
service, but the men were not unfairly 
treated in comparison with the officers. 
In fact. whilst up to this, the men’s pay 
had been unaltered, the officers’ pay had 
been ‘‘ cnt ” again and again. There had 
been a “cut” on : cut.” 


NOT A NEW RATE, 


The reduction was not the establishment 
of a new rate of pay hitherto unknown to 
the Navy. What the Government asked 
was that men who had enlisted prior to 
1925 and enjoved the rates which followed 
the Jerram report should now accept the 
rate which men in similar positions, and 
doing the same duty, and who joined the 
service since 1925 now received. There 
was no general reduction in the rates of 


| pay 


There might, of course, be cases of hard- 
ship and unfairness, and it was just those 
cases which would be inquired into with 
the hope of finding a remedy. But the 
Government could not allow the scheme 
of reduction to be eaten away in detail. 

In a national crisis sacrifices were called 
for from everybody, and every class, and 
the man in the Navy did not stand alone. 
He felt sure that the Navy. with its 
great traditions, would make. lovally and 
cheerfully. its contribution. 

It had been suggested to him that there 
should be no penalisation in respect of 
recent happenings. Well. the past was 
past. and it was in the interest of every- 
one in the Navy and out of it. to forget. 
He was not looking back: he was looking 
forward confidently that they would all 
go forward together in the service of the 
country.

of the staffs by about twenty per cent. This 
means that, should the proposal come into 
operation, some 2,600 men will be thrown 
idle. 

When I discussed the question last night 
with Senator O'Farrell, of the Railway Clerks’ 
Association, he said that 1t was obvious that 
the general trend of the report of the four 
men to the company would be towards reduc- 
tions and closing down of branch lines. 

“I do not think, thonch.” he added. 
“that the company will take any drastic 
steps until they hear the proposals which will 
be made by Mr.. McGilligan, Free State 
Minister for Industry and Commerce, when 
he introduces the new Transport Bill. To 
cut down the branch lines would be striking 
at the very roots of the railway svstem, and 
would prevent whatever chances there might 
be of recovery of rie} transport.” 


LABOUR'S OPINION. 


_The general opinion expressed in Labour 
circles is that steps should be taken to 
secure the position of the railway company, 
even by nationalisation if necessary, and to 
permit road transport only on areas not 
alrcady served by the railways. In all cases 
opinion is in favour of the road transport 
being used solely as the feeders of the rail- 
ways. 1 pointed out to a number of the 
Jabour leaders that this would mean giving 
the railways a monopoly of the transport. 
and that they then could charge what they 
wished, but against this argument was put 
the remedy that rates, etc., could be laid 
down by the Government if the latter gave 
the monopoly. 

Mr. C. E. Riley, secretary of the “Great 
Southern Railway, last night informed me 
that he had heard nothing about a meeting 
of the directors being called for next week 
to consider the report. 

“The position of the railway,’’ he added, 
“is recéiving very serious consideration at 
present. The company will close down 
branch lines one by one, as it may appear 
necesgary. 

Beyond this Mr. Riley would say nothing. 
nor would be give any information as to 
whether the report of the experts on thea 
heat sible course íor the company to take 
would be issued. 


A RESOLUTION, 


A largely-attended meeting of the three 
Deblin branches of the Railway Clerks’ 
Association was held in the Teachers’ Club, 
Parnell square, last. night, when the following 
resolution was passed :— 

“This meeting views with serious 
concern recent and prospective develop- 
ments in Great Southern Railway affairs, 
involving dismissal of staff, curtailment 
of rail services and threatened closing 
of branch lines. The present police of 
the company is, in the opinion of the

“The meeting deplores the continued

“The meeting is convined that a 
vitally essential feature of any such legis- 
lation should be the transference of rail- 
way managerial and executive powers 
from part-time directors with conflicting 
interests, to railway officers and officials 
of ability and experience, and the im- 
mediate termination of the absurd and 
wasteful arrangement, whereby the Great 
Southern Railway Company runs three 
separate «transport undertakings as in- 
dependent companies—each with its own 
directors, officers and separate overhead 
charges, and working in active competi- 
tion with the other two’”’ 


PUBLIC NECESSITY. 


Speaking in support of the resolution, 
Senator O'Farrell said that the railways were 
an indispensable public necessity. and for that 
reason the State could not allow them to de- 
cline beyond a certain point. In his view, 
that point had now been reached, and unless 
legis!ative action were taken quickly, he was 
afraid the consequences would be more serious 
than was generally anticipated. 

“If,” he added, ‘‘vertain proposals at 
present being considered by the Board of 
the Great Southern Railway Company were 
given effect, thousands of workers would be 
discharged ; great tracts of the country would 
be left without rail services, and the chances 
of a railway recovery at a subsequent date 
would be irretrievably impaired.”’ 

The areas served by the branch lines, he 
contended, were least affected by road com- 
petition, and he considered the proposal to 
close these lines constituted a grave error of 
judgment from a railway point of view. The 
retreat of the railway company would leave 
the trading and travelling public at the 
mercy of road transport; would cripple fairs 
and markets, and would give alternative 
forms of transport a clear field of operations 
which would quickly spread beyond the 
areas immediately affected. and become a 
real menace to the existence of the main lines. 
What was essential at the moment was posi- 
tive rather than negative action. ©The ques- 
tion of dividends for one year should not be 
allowed to obscure the vital issue, which was 
the preservation of the railway system. 


TRANSPORT TANGLE. 


He realised that success in any branch of 
transport was well-nigh impossible until the 
transport tangle was cleared up by legisla- 
tion. The question had been shamefully 
neglected by the Government, and even now 
he donbted whether any definite policy had 
been decided upon. The Saorstat was now 
faced with the same problem in regard to its 
railways as confronted France and Canada 
some years ago. and he saw no alternative to 
the solution adopted by these countries—tle 
acquisition of the railways by the State and 
the co-ordination of the other forms of 
transport with the rail services, eliminating 
all unnecessary and wasteful competition, 
whilst at the same time giving the public an 
efficient and economic transport service. Pay- 
ment could be made by the issue of Govern- 
ment Loan Stock in exchange for existing 
railway stocks, and the price based on the 
Exchange zene of railway stocks for a given 
period. They could be worked as a separate 
corporation, like the Shannon - Electricity 
Supply Board, the British Broadcasting Cor. 
poration, or the Canadian National Railwavs. 


“SUICIDAL POLICY.’ 


Until such time as the Government 
closed its proposals he hoped the directors 
would desist from action that would tend 
to cripple the railways for all time. In a 
crisis like the

The Rev. Myron Taylor, a missionary m 
Choma since 1907, has died as the result of 
an encounter with a lion. 

Mr. Taylor was on one of his periodical 
rounds visiting kraals in the Zambesi valley, 
when he called at a can# of road-making 
natives working under the famine relief 
scheme. 

They told him that a lion was troubli: 
them, and that they had set a trap which 
had caught the animal. They were afraid 
to go near it. Mr. Taylor borrowed a rifle 
and shotgun from a white man near by, took 
a party of natives, and went to the spot. 
He found that the lion had torn the trap 
from its moorings and made off. 

Having followed the spoor and overtaken 
the lion, Mr. Taylor fired three rifle shots 
point-blank at it, but umaccountably missed 
completely The lion charged; Mr. Taylor 
snatched the shotgun the bearer; but 
the safety catch jammed. The natives fled, 
a Mr. Taylor was knocked down by the 
ion. 

He tried desperately to kick the lion off, 
but it chewed one of his feet. Mr. Taylor 
then deliberately thrust his hand into the 
lion’s mouth, hoping hat would satisfy him 
long enough for help to arrive; but the 
lion continued to worry him until, as a last 
resource, he thrust at the lion the other hand.

SIX MILLION QUARTERS. 

During the past fortnight the stocks of 
wheat in the port have increased by 425,000 
quarters. Since the beginning of the present 
month 665,000 quarters have been brought 
to Liverpool, and the consumption for that 
period has only been 240, quarters. 
Merseyside granaries, consequently, are filling 
up and storage must be found in outside 
warehouses. 

The total shipments of wheat to all parts 
of the world during the past three weeks 
have been over six million quarters, of which 
Russia and the Danube are supplying 
2,659,000 quarters. 

Most of the Russian wheat is coming to 
Great Britain. Six hundred thousand bushels 
of Canadian wheat will also arrive at Liver- 
pool in a few days, as two steamers have 
been chartered to bring wheat wn in 
Saskatchewan from the new port of Churchill, 
in Manitoba, on the Hudson Bay. a,

i BOMBAY, Thursday. 
HE All-Indian rugby championship this 
year has drawn entries from twelve 
teams.

LORRY ACCIDENT IN 
DUBLIN. 


MAN FATALLY INJURED. 


Mr. James Murphy (67), of 5 Summerhill, 
Dublin, died in Jervis Street Hospital last 
night, followimg injuries received when a 
motor lorry mounted the footpath and crashed 
into garden railings in North Strand, Dublin.

IMPORTATION OF STOCK FROM 
SCOTLAND. 


The Department of Agriculture in Dublin 
announce that a Departmental Inspector will 
attend the sales of Aberdeen Apgus cattle 
to be held by Méssrs. Macdonald, Fraser and 
Company, at Waterside of Forbes, Alfora 
Station, Aberdeenshire. on the 22nd Septem- 
ber (dispersal sale of Mr. F. L. Wallace's 
Candacraig herd), and at Perth on the 23rd 
September. The inspector will have authority 
to issue permits for importation into the 
Irish Free State—under supervision and 
subject to special conditions—of animals pur- 
chased for the purpose at these sales. 

The arrangements in this connection will 
enable the inspector to deal also with ap- 
proved applications in respect of breeding 
stock (cattle, sheep, or swine) obtained on 
private premises in Scotland, which the im- 
porters are prepared to have forwarded along 
with, and subject to the same conditions 4s, 
th» sale stock. 

Importers from private premises should 
communicate with the Department imme- 
diately, giving particulars as to the number 
and kind of animals which they desire to 
import, the name and address of occupier of 
the premises where the animals are being 
obtained, and the place of destination in the 
Irish Free State.

In the last few weeks the amount of grain 
collected in Soviet Russia by State organisa- 
tions has fallen considerably below the Five 
Years’ Plan estimate. In the Ukraine during 
August only 60 per cent. of the estimated 
quantity of grain was collected, and a 
vigorous war against the well-to-do peasants 
has been ordered to compel them to give up 
more corn.

SCHEME TO CIRCULATE 
U.S. IDLE WEALTH. 


From RevTer’s CORRESPONDENT. 
WASHINGTON, Thursday. 

An important move by the United 
states Government in its effort to break 
the depression is a proposal (reported in 
the Baltimore Sun) made by the White 
House to the Federal Reserve Board with 
Ía view to restoring to circulation hundreds 
of millions sterling of “ frozen ” assets. 

It is proposed that the resources of the 

reserve system be used to bring back into 
circulation a large part of the £800,000,000 
at present immobilised in insolvent banks 
or hoarded by the public. 

According to estimates, £300,000,000 of 
deposits are virtually ‘‘ frozen ” in closed 
‘banks: a similar amount is “ frozen ”’ 
in defaulted real estate bends, and 
£160.000,000 in cash is being hoarded by 


frightened owners. 


FIRST DEFICIT IN YEARS. 


The United States records an unfavour- 
able trade balance for the first time sinee 
1926. The foreign trade returns for 
August show a balanee on the wrong side 
of a million dollars (£200.000). 

This compares with a favourable trade 
balance for August last rear of nearly 
£16.000.000. 

The exports for August this rear are 
valued at £33.000.000 and the imports at 
£33.200.000. compared with £59,5535,000 
and £43,685,400 respectively for August, 
1930. | 

Only £7,800 gold was exported in August 
this vear, compared with £7,866.400 last 
vear. while the imports of gold have 
climbed to £11.507,800 from £3,942,800 in
